Reported 
In Yugoslavia 


FIERCE battle between 
A Germans and Yugoslay 
partisans, in which the 
(;ermans are stated to be using 
Tiger tanks, is being fought for the 
possession of Rakek, Yugoslav 
frontier Station, in the mountains of 
(‘arniola, on the important railway 
line between Trieste and Ljubljana, 
in the north-west corner of Yugo- 
slavia, Reuter’s correspondent cables. 
A Yugoslav report stated yester- 
dav that Rakek has changed hands 
several times during the past 
hours. 
The partisans stormed a strongly 
ortified hill above the town, and 
the Germans then brought u heavy 
reinforcements, including tanks, 
heavy artillery and aircraft, it is 
stated. 


STREET BATTLES 


There was bitter fighting in the 
streets before the partisan forces 
were forced to withdraw to positions 
outside the town. - One Tiger tank 
and two armoured cars “were 
destroved, and 150 Germans killed 
or wounded. The railway station 
is completely destroyed and the Jine 
was cut at another point some miles 
away. 

An earlier Yugoslav announcement 
said: “ In the Sandjak, Montenegro 
and Herzegovina successful opera- 
tions continue. Near Susak and 
Split local fighting is going on. In 
Central Bosnia, between the towns 
of Banja-Luka and Kotor-Varos, a 
German column attempting to pene- 
trate into liberated territory was 
repelled and routed. Eighty, 
Germans were killed, and consider- 
able booty captured. In Croatia, 
the newly-formed Brother Raditch 
Brigade has scored great; successes. 
It is commanded by officers of the 
Domobran-Pavelitch’s regular army 
-—-who have gone over to the 
partisans, and is chiefly composed 
of Croatian peasants. The brigade 
operates in the neighbourhood of 
Zagreb. 

‘“‘ During an attack against the 
Zagreb-Varazdin railway line—near 
the Tiungarian frontier—one train 
was derailed and traffic interrupted. 
The station Novi Marof was 
destroyed. 

“ Fourteen miles from Postumia 
the railway line was cut. The 
operations against this vital railway 
line between Austria and Trieste 
offers direct assistance to the Allied 
troops in Southern Italy.”

to sustain them, but to pour an 
overwhelming superiority of arms 
and men into a crushing offensive 
against Germany. 
_ The sharp cut in submarine sink- 
ings added to the record-breaking 
output of new ships puts at our 
command 3,000,000 more tons than 
entered into the military planning 
for 1943. Three million tons of 
shipping mean in a year 9,000,000 
tons of cargo, enough to equip 
1,500,000 more troops for the 
European theatre. The collapse of 
‘Italy probably adds another ,000 
tons, possibly even more.” 

The report then warns against 
spreading the shipping over many 
fronts, pointing out that it is too Jate 
to change the “Germany First” 
plan, ‘‘ While there is sufficient to 
maintain limited offensives in several 
theatres, there are not enough ships 
to support supreme offensives in all. 

“We are in the midst of a mighty 
offensive on the continent, which has 
already brought Italy to her knees.

Air Activity in

A small number of German air- 
craft approached London last night 
after crossing the south-east coast.

No casualties were reported.

Bombs were also reported at a 
south-east coast town near the 
Thames Estuary and in East Anglia. 

At one place in the South-East a 
small number of people were slightly 
hurt, but bombs. at several other 
points caused no damage. No casual- 
ties or incidents were reported - in 
the London area.

HILE an Allied communiqué 
yesterday stated that fight- 
ing continued on the Dode- 

canese island of Cos, the German 
News Agency last night declared 
that the island was firmly in German 
hands, 

The Allied Middle East joint war 
communiqué stated: ‘‘Cos — No 
Fighting continues against 
strong German forces. During the 
night October 4-5, R.A.F. Hudsons 
and Beaufighters bombed the air- 
fields at Maritza and Palarto, Rhodes 
and Kastelli Periada, Crete. From 
all these operations none of our air- 
craft is missing.” 

The German Agency, stating that 
Cos, with its main town, Kastron, 
and the important airfields are firmly 
in German hands, gave the first 
detailed account of the German land- 


ing. 
The agency said that early on Sun- 
day morning transports, landin 
craft and escort forces disembarke 
their forces at three points in dark- 
ness. Airborne troops landed in the 
west a little later were claimed to 
have ‘‘ wrought havoc among stron 
forces of the enemy, which advance 
to meet them.” The paratroops 
joined up with the seaborne units 
and advanced into the interior to 
attack fortifications and airfields. 


HARD FIGHTING 


““ After brief and violent fighting, 
in which numerous enemy batteries 
took part, resistance was every- 
where broxen,’’ the Agency added. 
‘‘Supported by the Luftwaffe, the 
German troops undertook mopping- 
m4 operations against the British, 
who tried to make a last stand,”' 
German losses were said to have 
been only five killed and 70 wounded. 
Another British-held island of 
the Dodecanese group—Leros, at the 
northern end of the chain—came 
into the news last night. A German 
report claimed that bombers 
attacked the installations of the 
island harbour of Porto Lago. Bight 
Spitfires were claimed to have been 
shot down by the fighter escort, the 
floating dock destroyed, and two 
small ships sunk by bomb hits. The 
Agency added that an artillery 
dump near the harbour was blown 
up.—(Reuter.) '

The cavity walls and floors would 
be made of vibrated, reinforced con- 
crete slabs; less than a ton of steel 
would be required for each house, 
and the use of timber would be 
restricted to doors.

| suggested that in peace-time floors 
could be covered with cork or a 
reparation of rubber. Such a house, 
it is said, could be erected in a few

States, and international society, are 
subject to the sovereignty of God 
and to the moral law which comes 
from God; there must be an inter- 
national declaration of human rights; 
the rights of all peoples must be 
safeguarded within the framework 
of collective security; the progress 
of backward peoples towards poli- 
‘tical responsibility must be an inter- 
national concern; the rights . to 
economic livelihood must be guaran- 
teed; to maintain peace there must 
be an international organisation; 
there must be international collabora- 
tion to assist all States to provide 
their citizens with an adequate 
standard. of living; a just social 
order within each State must be 
achieved in the interest of the 
common good.—(Reuter.)

Some Americans thought that 
although the attitude of the British 
Government was clear, the point of 
view of the average British citizen’ 
was less so. ‘I, do not, myself, 
share these doubts,’ Mr. Morrison 
asserted: ‘The intentions’ of the 
British Government, in the matter of 
the Far Eastern war have been 
plainly stated by the Prime Minister. 

After declaring that it was “ll 
one war,” Mr. Morrison said that 
the British war efíort in the Far 
East was not something that, 
belonged to the future. ‘ To-day 
in New Guinea, Australia is supply- 
ing the greater part of the man- 
power and most of the equipment 
for her own soldiers. In the vast 
Far Eastern theatre, taking British, 
Australian and Indian troops, the 
Empire’s contribution in. man-power 
is comparable to Americ’’s own. 
Then there are Burma anu Malaya, 
there are Tientsin and Hong Kong.

Turning to Britain’s war effort, 
Mr. Morrison said that Britain was 
mobilised—fully sixty-five per cent. 
of British men and women of work- 
ing age were directly engaged in 
war activities.

Disappointment at the permissible 
increase of only 2s. in muximum 
bonuses is the reaction of Dublin 
trade unionists to the Government’s 
amendment of the Standstili 
Emergency Powers Order.
